Priorities  Granted  For 
Men's  Dormitory 

By  D.  A.  .McCall,  Executive  Secretary  The  action  of  the  War  Productiol 

-  Board  in  granting  priorities  for  thi 

immediate  erection  of  a  men’s  dormi¬ 
tory  on  the  campus  of  the  Baptist 
Bible  Institute  Is  significant.  This 
recognition  by  the  United  States 
government  of  the  Importance  of 
mlnLsterial  education  is  noteworthy. 
In  that  the  action  was  taken  while  the 
demands  of  war  were  pressing.  This 
action  is  also  confirmation  of  the 
need  of  a  new  men’s  donnltor>’  as 
Indicated  by  the  trustees  of  the  Bap- 
ti.st  Bible  Institute  and  is  a  justifica¬ 
tion  of  the  action  of  the  Elxecutivo 
Committee  of  the  Southern  Baptl.st 
Convention  in  approving  a  building 
fund  campaign  for  $200,000. 

Gifts  from  individuals  for  this  dor¬ 
mitory  now  amount  to  SIOO.OOO.  With 
this  amount  and  the  priority  in  hand, 
plans  are  being  made  for  beginning 
the  construction  immediately.  N« 
contract  will  be  signed,  however,  un¬ 
til  sufficient  funds  are  in  hand  t* 
assure  that  no  debt  will  be  incurred 
by  this  construction. 

Preliminary  architects’  plans  provkla 
for  100  single  men  students.  This  will 
be  the  first  structure  erected  as  a  man’a 
dormitory  on  tiie  campus  of  the  Baptist 
Bible  Institute.  Heretofore,  the  arta 
building  of  the  old  Sophie  Newcomb 
College  has  been  used  as  a  temporary 
dormitory  by  tho  men  students.  Tha 
property  of  the  Baptist  Bible  Instltuta 
was  purchased  from  Sophie  Newcomb, 
which  was  a  woman’s  college.  Thus,  it

Still  others  have 
sought  to  lay  aside  the  weights  of  sin 
by  their  OWN  will  ppwer,  by  determi¬ 
nation  to  resist  evil.  Not  at  all  would 
I  seek  to  discredit  willpower,  all  of  us 
need  more  of  it  but  we  Just  can't  do  it 
all  within  our  own  power.  Others  seek

tary  that  we  recognize  what  they  are. 
Human  nature  is  just  about  the  same 
regardless  of  what  age  one  may  hap¬ 
pen  to  live  in.  Whatever  the  weights 
were  that  Paul  was  urging  the  Hebrew 
Christians  to  lay  aside  are  more  or 
less  our  burdens  today.  These  weights 
are  far  too  numerous  to  seek  to  enu¬ 
merate.  However  there  are  a  few  that 
are  basic,  and  all  of  us  are  more  or 
less  subject  to  them. 

Self-rlgnteousness  and  over-trust  in 
ourselves.  Covetousness,  procrastina¬ 
tion,  neglect,  love  of  self-indulgence, 
secret  practice  of  pleasurable  sins, 
trivilous,  skeptical,  or  wicked  com¬ 
panions.  Unbelief  and  mistrust  of 
God's  mercy.  Many  are  weighted  by 
painful,  costly  weakening  sickness. 
Others  have  been  and  are  crushed  by 
family  trouble;  a  marriage  is  broken, 
a  wife  has  proved  unfaithful,  husband 
and  wives  are  being  separated,  chil¬ 
dren  have  brought  disgrace,  drunk¬ 
enness,  cursing,  quarrels  have  r\iled 
homes  for  many  years.  Still  others 
have  been  and  are  meeting  with  bank¬ 
ruptcy  and  broken  hopes  in  business. 
Not  a  few  of  us  are  beset  by  spiritual 
problems.  Satan  wants  us  to  doubt  in¬ 
stead  of  believing  firmly,  and  we  find 
ourselves  wondering  whether  we  have 
committed  the  unpardonable  sin, 
whether  the  blood  of  Jesus  is  able 
to  cleanse  the  vile,  horrifying  thoughts 
which,  contrary  to  our  will,  shape 
themselves  in  our  minds. 

Still  others  su-e  possessed  with 
fears  that  burden  them  down.  Many 
fear  that  the  evil  of  the  past  will  be 
revealed,  that  some  secret  affair  may 
be  brought  to  life  and  leave  us  ex¬ 
posed  to  friends  or  foes,  that  our  un¬ 
forgiven  transgressions  will  come  be¬ 
fore  us  again.  Many  fear  the  future 
with  all  its  uncertainties.  Being  en¬ 
slaved  by  fears  often  leads  men  into 
great  sins,  snaring  them  and  holding 
them  like  birds  taken  by  a  fowler. 
Aaron,  because  of  fear  for  his  job  as 
a  leader  made  a  golden  calf.  Saul, 
fearing  that  he  would  be  unpopular 
with  the  crowds,  displeased  the  Lord. 
Pilate  feared  that  a  charge  would 
reach  Caesar,  and  so  he  violated  his 
conscience.  Peter  denied  his  Master 
for  fear  of  a  silly  maid.  Fear  keeps 
many  from  conversion.  Some  of  you 
here  today  are  afraid  your  companions 
will  ridicule  you,  that  friends  will  be 
annoyed,  that  you  will  be  persecuted, 
therefore,  because  of  such  fears  you 
go  on  being  numbered  with  the  "fear¬ 
ful  and  unbelieving.”  Fear  prevents 
others  from  avowing  their  faith.  They 
try  to  go  through  a  back  door.  They 
fall  to  remember  that,  “with  the 
mouth  confession  Is  made  unto  salva¬ 
tion.”  Fear  lowers  the  dignity  of  good 
men.  David  was  a  poor  creature  be¬ 
fore  Ashish,  and  Father  Abraham 
made  but  a  poor  figure  when  he 
denied  his  wife,  all  because  he  was 
afraid.  Fear  hinders  many  in  duties 
which  require  courage.  Jonah  would 
not  go  to  Nineveh  because  he  was 
afraid  that  God  would  forgive  the  city 
and  he  would  be  called  a  false  prophet. 
Fear  keeps  too  many  of  us  from  secret 
prayer,  from  worshipping  God,  from 
going  to  lay  our  case  before  our  min¬ 
isters,  from  openly  confessing  Christ. 

Remedies  that  are  resorted  to  in 
laying  aside  weights  are  of  a  two-fold 
Self-origin  and  Christ-origi¬ 
nated.  Whatever  may  be  the  nature  of 
the  remedy  that  we  ourselves  resort 
to  do  it  is  fatal  and  soul-destroying.

dal  divorcement  should  not  continue. 

1.  The  hospital  is  a  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  institution.  This  relation  should 
be  maintained  and  buttressed  by  con¬ 
tinuing  financial  support  out  of  Co¬ 
operative  Program  funds. 

2.  The  hospitel  will  need  the  money. 
There  is  no  limit  to  the  amount  of 
charity  hospital  service  that  needs  to 
be  given  in  a  city  which  non -evan¬ 
gelicals  are  seeking  to  capture  for 
their  baneful  doctrines  and  practises. 
We  shall  see  soon  the  war  boom 
flatten  out  as  defense  workers  are 
let  out.  There  will  again  be  the  needy 
sick  in  much  larger  numbers. 

3.  “Healing  Humanity’s  Hurt”  at 
the  Southern  Baptist  Hospital  will,  if 
It  becomes  again  a  part  of  Southern 
Baptists’  (Cooperative  Program,  add  a 
forceful  appeal  to  that  of  our  other 
causes.

A  REGRETTABLE  DECISION 


At  Its  May  meeting  In  Chicago,  the 
General  CoimcU  of  the  Northern  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention  denied  the  request  of 
the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  for  a 
budget  apportionment  of  $4,000  to  be 
added  to  $5,000  provided  by  Southern 
Baptists  for  the  establishment  in 
Washington  of  an  office  to  represent 
American  Baptists  In  matters  of  pub¬ 
lic  relationship.  There  Is  at  present 
only  one  real  point  of  contact  be- 
twwn  Northern  and  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists,  and  that  Is  the  Joint  Confer¬ 
ence  Committee  on  Public  Relations, 
of  which  E.  Hilton  Jackson  is  chair¬ 
man  and  E.  H.  DeOroot  Is  secretary, 
with  headquarters  at  715  Eighth 
Street,  N.  W..  Washington.  D.  C.  This 
Joint  Conference  Committee  repre¬ 
sents  both  Negro  and  white  Baptist 
churches  In  the  four  largest  Baptist 
Conventions,  which  have  a  combined 
membership  of  approximately  10,500,- 
000  people.  The  reason  why  the 
General  Council  turned  down  the  re¬ 
quest  was  that  Northern  Baptists  had 
“already  existing  means  of  making 
known  their  wishes  regarding  public 
affairs.”  We  presume  this  has  a  dis¬ 
tinct  reference  to  the  Federal  Coun¬ 
cil  of  Churches.  There  are  many 
churches  In  the  Northern  Convention 
which  have  decided  that  the  Federal 
Council  does  not  represent  the  South¬ 
ern  Convention.  It  wptild  seem  a 
sensible  process  for  Baptists  through¬ 
out  the  United  States  to  find  a  com¬ 
mon  basis  of  cooperation  and  collab¬ 
oration  in  public  affairs.  It  would  be 
a  distinct  advantage  and  would  make 
certain  a  proper  emphasis  with  regard 
to  our  distinctive  Baptist  conviction 
regarding  religious  liberty  and  al.so 
some  domestic  Issues.  There  is  noth¬ 
ing  more  Imperative  than  that  Bap¬ 
tists  should  find  a  ccunmon  basis  fur 
solidarity.

Such 
consultation  as  we  have  been  able  to 
have  with  the  churches  over  the  sub¬ 
ject  indicates  that  an  overwhelming 
number  of  them  would  be  for  the 
support  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
proposal  to  strengthen  the  joint  con¬ 
ference.  It  Is  to  be  hoped  that  at 
the  December  meeting  of  the  general 
council  the  decision  will  be  reversd.

Is  only  after  twenty-eight  years  that 
Southern  Baptists  are  making  adequate 
provision  for  the  housing  of  the  students 
of  this,  our  youngest  seminary. 

The  need  for  this  dormitory  is  appar¬ 
ent,  In  that  students  are  being  turned 
away  for  this  coming  session  because  of 
lack  of  space.  This  situation  arlU  be 
more  acute  In  the  immediate  future  be¬ 
cause  of  the  returning  chaplains,  who 
will  desire  to  take  refresher  courses  un¬ 
der  the  O.  I.  Bill  of  Rights.  In  addi- 
tlan..lt  has  been  estimated  that  546  Bap¬ 
tist  young  men  have  surrendered  to  the 
call  to  preach  while  In  the  armed  ser¬ 
vices.  Many  of  these  will  need  to  return 
to  college,  but  some  will  be  ready  for 
their  seminary  training.

They  are  now  on  the  emeritus  list,  but 
they  hope  to  return  to  Brazil  some¬ 
time  next  year.  They  have  a  very  re¬ 
markable  family  of  children.  Three  of 
their  sons.  Colonel  Paul  J.  Maddox,  Lt. 
Commander  Otis  P.  Maddoxx,  Jr.,  and 
Captain  Samuel  E.  Maddox,  all  served 
as  chaplains  in  World  War  II,  Colonel 
Maddox  being  Chief  Chaplain  of  the 
Fifth  Army  in  Italy  and  the  other  two 
sons  serving  as  chaplains  in  the  Paci¬ 
fic.  Another  son.  Captain  Daniel  Mad¬ 
dox  is  a  surgeon  and  has  served  two 
years  with  the  Armed  Forces  in 
Greenland.  All  four  of  these,  with  the 
exception  of  Colonel  Maddox,  who  is 
now  in  Brazil  on  a  brief  mission  in 
connection  with  the  Brazilian  Expedi¬ 
tion  to  Europe,  are  now  in  this  coun¬ 
try.  A  fifth  son,  David  C.  Maddox  is 
training  in  the  Navy.  Thus  they  have 
five  sons  in  military  service.

Two  or  three  days  after  Missionary 
Maddox  and  Mrs.  Maddox  had  passed 
through  Richmond  we  received  a  let¬ 
ter  from  one  of  their  sons.  Chaplain 
Samuel  E.  Maddox,  who  described  a 
fifteen  day  leave  when  he  flew  16,500 
miles  to  have  a  visit  with  his  parents 
in  Brazil  after  seven  years  absence, 
spending  five  days  with  them.  He 
gives  in  his  letter  some  idea  of  the 
width  of  the  Amazon  River:  “The  next 
day  we  'flew  over  the  great  Amazon 
River  and  it  was  nearly  an  hour  be¬ 
fore  we  crossed  it  and  stopped  at  Be¬ 
lem.”  But  here  is  the  most  thrilling 
part  of  his  letter:  "The  Sunday  I  was 
there  I  was  asked  to  preach  in  each 
of  the  four  churches.  I  had  asked  God 
that  if  it  were  His  will  for  Nadine 
and  me  to  give  our  lives  in  the  mis¬ 
sionary  work  in  Brazil  He  would  give 
me  a  sign  unmistakable.  He  did.  Not 
having  spoken  Portuguese  for  thirteen 
years  I  feared  it  would  be  a  mistake 
to  try  to  preach,  but  God  helped  us. 
When  the  invitation  was  given  in  the 
First  Baptist  Church  in  Belo  Hori¬ 
zonte,  some  forty-five  persons  came 
forward  accepting  Christ;  about- 
twenty  came  in  the  Second  Baptist 
Church,  and  some  twelve  in  the  other 
two  churches.  Great  is  our  God!  More 
than  ever  in  my  life  I  am  convinced 
that  Brazil  is  ripe  for  the  Gospel  and 
that  now  is  the  time  for  us  to  make 
a  supreme  effort  to  tell  those  noble 
people  the  story  of  a  Christ  who  can 
save  to  the  uttermost.”

158  New  Stndents  Enrolled 
The  second  half  of  our  last  l»-week 
term  began  August  27th.  150  new 

students  enrolled.  There  are  now  on 
the  campus  approximately  400  stu¬ 
dents.  This  term  will  end  October 
20  and  the  first  nine-week  term  of  all¬ 
civilian  enrollment  will  begin  Octo¬ 
ber  22.  closing  out  just  before  the 
Christmas  holiday  season.  We  are 
expecting  a  sufficient  number  of  new 
students  on  October  22  to  take  the 
place  of  the  outgoing  navy  students. 


Northslde  Baptists  have  designated 
September  as  Church  Loyalty  Month 
in  their  program  of  activity.  Many 
special  features  are  planned  for  the 
five  Sundays  In  the  month.  Em¬ 
phasis  Is  being  given  to  five  services 
and  actvlties  whicji  are  open  to  all  the 
people  of  the  church  and  congrega¬ 
tion:  Sunday  school,  morning  wor¬ 
ship,  Training  Union,  evening  worship 
and  prayer  meeting.  This  month 
of  intense  effort  toward  building, 
strengthening  and  renewing  the 
habit  of  church  loyalty  will  be  cli¬ 
maxed  with  Building  Fund  Day  on  the 
fifth  Sunday,  Sept.  30.

Florida  has  co-educatlonal 
Stetson  University;  Georgia  has  co¬ 
educational  Mercer  Unlver.sity,  and 
Bessie  Tift  and  Shorter  College  for 
women.  Louisiana  has  co-educatlonal 
Louisiana  College,  and  North  Carolina 
has  co-educatlonal  Wake  Forest  Col¬ 
lege  and  Meredith,  the  college  for 
women.  Oklahoma  has  co-educa¬ 
tlonal  Oklahoma  Baptist  University; 
South  Carolina  has  co-educatlonal 
Furman  University;  and  Coker  and 
Limestone,  colleges  for  women.  Ten¬ 
nessee  has  co-educatlonal  Carson  and 
Newman  College  and  Union  Univer¬ 
sity,  and  Tennessee  College  for  Wo¬ 
men.

^cnghted  to  read  them.  When  we  told 
bve  he  followed  us  out  of 


the  hotel  and  said  he  was  very  grate¬ 
ful  for  the  Interest  we  had  in  him  and 
told  us  that  a  Mrs.  Moberly  had  told 
him' that  we  would  see  him  and  talk 
to  him  here. 

We  are  indeed  grateful  for  the  op¬ 
portunity  of  knowing  this  man  and 
many  others  like  him  and  trying  to 
point  them  to  the  Lamb  of  God  who 
takes  away  the  sin  of  the  world. — Rev.

Highland,  Meridian,  Reports 
The  Highland  Baptist  Church, 
Meridian,  has  had  an  active  Brother¬ 
hood  for  several  years.  Dr.  Edward 
L.  Byrd  is  pastor,  and  Lewis  Wilson  is 
president.  Other  officers  are:  Mem¬ 
bership  vice-president,  Vance  Collum; 
program  vice-president,  Pete  Fla¬ 
herty;  activities  vice-president,  E.  H. 
Richie;  secretary-treasurer,  W.  B. 
Wilmurth,  Jr. 

The  present  enrollment  is  34;  and 
average  attendance  is  18.  This 
Brotherhood  meets  weekly  on  Sunday 
evenings  at  6:30. 

A  song  period  begins  the  program, 
with  the  theme  song  "Heavenly  Sun¬ 
light”  being  often  used.  Requests  for 
prayer  are  then  entertained;  and 
prayer  is  offered  for  these  special 
objects. 

Committee  reports  are  called  for 
and  presented. 

A  few  of  the  special  activities  of 
the  men  are  as  follows:  Each  Sunday 
two  or  more  of  the  men  visit  the 
Matty  Hersee  (charity)  Hospital  in 
Meridian  and  hold  services  in  the  gov¬ 
ernment  ward.  From  forty  to  sev¬ 
enty-five  colored  patients  are  in  this 
ward.  (At  the  same  time  the  ladies 
of  the  Highland  church  hold  services 
in  the  white  women's  ward.) 

A  regular  program  of  visitation  to 
cases  of  shut-ins,  sick,  and  cases  of 
distress,  is  maintained  by  the  men  in 
addition  to  their  hospital  services. 

A  variety  of  extension  services  are 
held  by  the  men.  They  report  each 
week  on  prayer  meetings  or  church 
services  held  in  pastorless  churches  or 
where  they  are  Invited.  Often  pastors 
ask  the  Brotherhood  to  provide  lead¬ 
ership  for  services  when  they  are  ab¬ 
sent. 

A  committee  on  benevolence  keeps 
in  touch  with  cases  of  emergency 
need  in  the  community.  Fuel,  medi¬ 
cine,  and  clothing  are  dispensed

Where  needed.  This  group  keeps  in 
touch  with  the  community,  minister¬ 
ing  both  spiritually  and  materially. 

One  of  the  special  projects  of  the 
Highland  men  is  the  payment  ol 
monthly  rent  for  a  lady  who  has  been 
sick  for  about  a  year.  This  rent 
amounts  to  $25  per  month.  The  lady 
Is  a  great  Christian  and  a  Baptist,  al¬ 
though  not  a  member  of  the  Highland 
Baptist  Church. 

The  weekly  programs  are  based  on 
the  topics  in  the  Brotherhood  Jour¬ 
nal.  The  parts  are  carefully  prepared 
and  are  usually  discussed  without 
reference  to  the  printed  page.  The 
Brotherhood  appoints  Judges  to  Judge 
the  merits  of  the  presentation  of  the 
dLscussions;  and  this  feature  helps  in 
attendance  at  the  meetings.  Occa¬ 
sionally  an  outside  speaker  is  invited 
in  for  a  message. 

A  special  recognition  and  welcome 
is  always  given  to  visitors. 

The  pastor  is  regular  in  attendance. 
He  is  one  hundred  per  cent  for  the 
Brotherhood:  and  his  leadership  is  a 
great  factor  in  the  success  of  the  work 
of  the  men.  His  leadership  is  grr*itl5 
appreciated  by  the  Brotherhood. 

No  meal  is  served  in  the  Sunday 
night  meetings;  but  a  very  substan¬ 
tial  meal  is  served  monthly  (on  the 
night  of  the  third  Thursday).  On 
this  occasion,  a  more  extended  busi¬ 
ness  session  is  held  than  is  possible 
in  the  weekly  meetings.

tor  of  East  Moss  Point  Baptist  Church, 
assisted.  Survivor^  include  his  wife,  one 
daughter,  Mrs.  J.  L.  Yarborough.  Jr.,

L.  V.  Murray  of  Purvis. 

Bro.  Murray  was  an  effective  preachei 
and  won  many  souls  to  Christ.  His 
churches  were  always  well  organized 
and  functioned  liberally.
